Shuttle decision 
delayed six months 


Proponents ot securing the multi- million dollar space shuttle 
program for California have six additional months to campaign, it was 
learned yesterday, as NASA has agreed to give aerospace companies 
the additional time to study space shuttle design. 
The target date for the first orbital flight in 1978 still rem ains the 
same. 
Four aerospace firm s are currently studying shuttle design at a cost 
ranging from $3 to $6 million for each company. NASA explained that 
as studies progressed, it was determined that they would require 
annual development expenditures higher than budget restrictions 
would permit. 
Cheaper alternatives are sought and m ore definitive studies on such 
alternatives are required and therefore the time extension 
California Space Shuttle Task Force officials were expecting word 
late this month or early next month on the decision tor launch and 
recovery facilities. It is expected now in late Spring.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
This fall will mark the 25th 
anniversary of the televising 
of the World Series. It is a 
good time to give pause to 
note how dramatically tele­ 
vision has changed sports 
and, surely, how televised 
sports h a v e changed our 
lives. (A Sunday afternoon 
television football widow is 
just one of the casualties.) 
The changes are reflected 
in the rise of a whole new 
industry, TV sports, gross­ 
ing more than $150 million 
a year. 
In 1947, for example, an 
a u t o m o b i l e manufactur­ 
er and a razor-blade maker 
paid a total of $65,000 for TV 
rights to all seven games of 
the World Series. It will cost 
about $85,000 to buy a single 
60-second commercial dur­ 
ing this fall’s Series. 
In 1960 one network paid 
$660,000 for rights and pro­ 
duction costs to cover the 
Olympic Games in Rome. 
For the 1972 Games in Mu­ 
nich another network has 
paid $13.5 million — an in­ 
crease of about 2,000 per 
cent. 
But for all this, even dur­ 
ing the World Series when 
television’s impact will be 
duly noted, few if any will 
recall Kenneth Pill. 
Kenneth Pill holds a home 


run hitting distinction that 
eluded the A a r o n s , the 
Mayses, the Musials. Ken­ 
neth Pill? Well, he was the 
Columbia University 1 e f t- 
fielder who walloped a home 
run that enabled the Lions 
to defeat Princeton, 2-1 in 
10 innings on a chilly day in 
May 1939, to clinch fourth 
p l a c e in the Ivy League 
standings. 
His was the first home run 
ever recorded by the eye of 
a TV camera. 
It^was the highlight of the 
first sports event ever tele­ 
cast. 
RCA, which then was pio­ 
neering television, used a 
single Iconoscope TV cam ­ 
era perched on a wooden 
platform behind third base 
to transmit its faint signals 
to station W2XBS atop the 
Empire State Building. Bill 
Stern sat in a top corner of 
the bleachers at Baker Field 
and narrated the play-by- 
play. 
“I had no monitor and no 
idea where the cam era was 
pointing. I never knew if it 
could keep up with the play 
or not,” Stern later recalled. 
There were only about 400 
10-inch TV receivers, mostly 
in the New York area, in ex­ 
istence that day and the au­ 
dience could he numbered in 
the dozens.

Drama of Dodger-Giant playoff lives 
Bobby Thompson remembers

NEW YORK— (NEA)—It 
could be yesteryear, with 
short sideburns and tail fins 
and round p i c t u r e tubes. 
Bobby Thomson, the smooth 
Scot from S t a t e n Island, 
lurks over home plate at the 
Polo Grounds, neck arched, 
bat v e r t i c a l , w i g g l i n g 
slightly. 
The date is Oct. 3, 1951. 
Significant in baseball his-^ 
tory. 
Sixty feet, six inches away 
stands Ralph Branca, tall 
and intent, first two fingers 
and thumb tightly squeezing 
the ball for a memorable 
pitch. 
For Thomson, two decades 
later, an indelible tableau. 
“And I’ve got,” he says, “a 
lousy memory.” 
The count, as he sets the 
scene, is one strike, no balls. 
Score 4-2 in the bottom of 
the ninth, New York Giants 
trailing the Brooklyn Dodg­ 
ers in the decisive game of 
the playoffs for the National 
League 
c h a m p i o n s h i p , 
pinch-runner Clint Hartung 
on third. Whitey Lockman 
on second. 
The 20th birthday of that 
historic game is upon us. 
The D o d g e r s and Giants 
have come down to the wire 
again in a pennant race. But 
one team is in Los Angeles, 
the other in San Francisco. 
The Polo G r o u n d s is no 
more, and Bobby Thomson 
is now Bob Thomson, na­ 
tional accounts representa­ 
tive for a big paper com- 
p a n y . Still the tall and 
graceful Scot, but gray in­ 
stead of brown-haired. 
Thomson remembers the 
pitch coming at him high 
and inside. “I took a good 
rip at it,” he says. “I have a 
kind of pride that I put out 
a 
good effort.” The ball 
arched high to the left-field 
corner, a parabola of fate, 
Bobby’s lasting signature to 
baseball. It plopped into the 
elevated grandstand.

to touch a base 
But unlike those others, 
for Thomson there has been 
no trauma. “I get more pub­ 
licity than I deserve for be­ 
ing an old has-been,” he 
says. People mark their lives 
by events. Where were you 
when the Japanese invaded 
Pearl Harbor? When Neil 
Armstrong stepped on the 
moon? When Bobby Thom­ 
son hit his home run? 
“They still talk about it 20 
years later,” he muses. "A 
friend of mine, a salesman,

Has faith, will travel 
'Chief' George 
Watchetaker 


(Last of three related 
articles.)

ELGIN. Okla. - (NEA) - 
When George Watchetaker 
stands up to make rain, ev­ 
erybody laughs. Dressed in 
Comanche Indian tradition, 
his face streaked with col­ 
ored paint, he starts moving 
around on the s t e a m i n g 
black-top like he has a burr 
in his britches. Up. down, this 
way and that. He s h o u t s , 
sings, mumbles and groans. 
And as a windup he spits to 
the north, south, east and 
west. 
Then he stops. 
Giggle, giggle. 
And then, by God, no fool­ 
ing, it rains. 
In a nation which has suf­ 
fered an uncommon amount 
of dry weather lately (22 
states 
are 
having 
either 
m o d e r a t e 
or 
s e v e r e 
drought). G e o r g e Watche­ 
taker is as absurd but none­ 
theless as w e l c o m e as a 
Nor’easter out of Oklahoma. 
Full-blooded Comanche, and 
looking every drop of it, he 
has been called on twice this 
spring to make rain—and 
done it, for all to see and 
wetness, both times. 
In Wichita Falls, Tex., at 
the invite of the local news­ 
paper, he brought moisture 
to one of the driest cities in 
the nation. And hardly had 
observers (and dumbfounded 
meteorologists) gotten over 
that than he traveled to a 
South 
F l o r i d a 
shopping 
center where, billed as Chief- 
Rain-in-the-Face, the phen­ 
omenon prevailed again. 
“You 
should 
have 
seen 
their faces in F l o r i d a , ” 
W a t c h e t a k e r ( p r o - 
Wa-che-gukey) says, rubbing 
his hands. “None of them be­ 
lieved I could do it. That’s 
the way some people are. 
They have no faith. Then I 
did my ritual. And I stepped 
back, ‘George’ they shouted, 
where’s 
the 
rain?’ 
Then 
there was a plop . . . plop . .. 
pl o p, 
plop, 
ploploploplop. 
M a n . 
all 
the 
windshield 
wipers got going, and the 
cement got slick and shiny 
and everybody rushed over 
to me. ‘George,’ they said, 
how did you do it, George, 
how did you ever make it 
rain for us?’ ” 


Well, 
says 
the 
Indian, 
“actually I didn’t do it. the 
Great Spirit did.” 


George Watchetaker, 55, is 
no fraud. He’s genuine. He’s 
no 
m i r a c l e 
worker, 
he 
doesn’t 
know 
a 
cumulus 
cloud from a cactus bristle, 
he never promises anything, 
and, most emphatically, he 
has no u n c a n n y powers, 
either real or imagined. 
He says he simply knows 
how to pray: 
“ You call him God. som e­ 
body else may call him Bud­ 
dha or Allah. I call him the 
Great Spirit. He’s one in the 
same for us all. He’s the 
same one who makes the 
trees grow and the winds 
blow and the rain fall. I be­ 


lieve in Him. I think most 
people do. I believe in pray­ 
er. I think most people do. 
So when I ask for rain I am 
not working any magic. 1 am 
asking for Him to help me, 
to help my people, to help 
the land and the flowers and 
the a n i m a l s . Sometimes, 
when all of these things are 
deserving, the Great Spirit 
grants the prayer.” 
All of this, for some, may 
be a bit hard to swallow. But 


there seems no doubt George 
Watchetaker believes it. He 
is not so pious as he sounds, 
but he says he is devoted to 
certain fundamentals of re­ 
ligion. “You see,” he says, 
“ Indians have had their re­ 
ligions long as the white man 
has had his. Once the white 
man 
called 
our 
religion 
heathen or savage. Now we 
are trying to show that the 
religion has been pretty close 


to the white man’s all along. 
Only one difference: Indians 
practice what they preach; 
the white man sometimes 
doesn’t.” 


Watchetaker indeed prac­ 
tices 
what 
he 
preaches. 
Otherwise, 
like 
so 
many 
angry Indians today, he’d be 
out on the social warpath. 
Born in a tent under the 
scrutiny of Fort Sill Indian 
agents, he remembers being 
spanked in school if he ever 
spoke his native Comanche 
language. He grew up among 
men and women whose once 
fierce spirit had been broken 
by government paternalism 
and mismanagement. He was 
cuffed about by Indians who 
would drink for lack of any­ 
thing else to do. He was 
housed in a shack, fed with 
federal s u r p l u s , and poor 
from his first breath on. 
Even his name is the stuff of 
privation; he says it means 
“go run good" and roots to 
the day when grandmother 
tiid in the fields from a cav­ 
alry raiding force. 


Yet there seems little bit­ 
terness about him. He is no 
m i l k s o p to be sure (“I 
learned a long time ago I 
either had to be Indian or 
white man and I damn sure 
didn’t want to be white”), 
but he has no open wounds. 
He 
knows 
people 
chuckle 
at his rain ritual, he has even 
accepted them calling him 
“chief,” but he endures it for 
two 
reasons: 
One, 
some 
money and notoriety (“ev­ 
erybody likes to be famous” ) 
and, two, “Maybe I have a 
chance here to teach the 
white 
man 
some 
Indian 
tradition.” 


The teaching is as simple 
as George Watchetaker is 
.simple: Never ask for things 
not needed. Never demand 
t h i n g s whether needed or 
not. And most importantly: 
“Have some faith. You white 
p e o p l e have lost all your 
c o n f i d e n c e . Like in this 
drought. Why do you need to 
hire Indians? If you haven’t 
forgotten how to pray, do it 
yourself. The Great Spirit 
will listen — even to white 
men.”

From Phoenix, Ariz., 
comes word that an Apache 
medal, the third in a series 
of 38 American Indian Tribal 
Series medals, was issued 
Sept. 5. P r e v i o u s issues 
were from the Havasupai 
Tribes of the Grand Canyon 
reservation and the H o p i 
Tribe of Oraibi, Ariz. 


Before retiring to the res­ 
ervation, the Apache con­ 
ducted the longest resistance

to the w h ite man. At one 
time over 25 per cent of the 
total U.S. military force was 
directed to the pacification 
of the Apache. 


The Sept. 5 date marked 
the 100th anniversary of the 
White Mountain Apache Res­ 
ervation.The centennial cele­ 
bration included the issuance 
of the Hopi tribe’s first coin­ 
medal, a dollar-size pure sil­ 
ver coin designed by Loretta 
Griffin, wife of John L. Grif­ 
fin, consultant to the Indian 
Tribal Series. 


As with all 38 American 
Indian issues, the medal is 
accompanied by a book de­ 
tailing Apache history. The 
book and m ed al bear the 
same serial number. 


In a telephone conversation 
with Griffin, I learned that 


medals and books are being 
shipped to those collectors 
who subscribed to the entire 
series. A few numbers in the 
limited edition are left. Any­ 
one w is h in g to sell their 
Havasupai and Hopi Coin 
Medals, should write Griffin 
immediately.

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Painting tips 


By MR. FIX 


Few tools have had quite 
the revolutionary effect as 
has the paint roller. It has 
turned people into painters, 
people who wouldn’t think of 
wielding a paintbrush. An 
experienced p a i n t e r c a n 
cover a lot of wall and ceil­ 
ing space with a brush, more 
than an amateur possibly 
could. 
But the paint roller has 
put the do-it-yourselfer on an 
almost equal footing with the 
pro. Not only can he cover 
the territory, he can it it in 
record time. 
The popularity of the paint 
roller has grown along with 
greater use of latex paints 
although r o l l e r s are used 
with oil paints, too. But a 
roller and latex paint gener­ 
ally l e a v e s a job with no 
brush marks. 
The paint roller is a sim­ 
ple tool consisting of a fiber 
covered roller and a handle. 
B e c a u s e a roller can be 
made simply and of rela­ 
tively inexpensive materials 
and because it sells for less 
than a good paintbrush, don’t 
think that pennies are all you 
should invest in one. 
A cheap roller, like any 
cheap tool, is a waste of 
money and a waste of the 
time you spend using it. Dis­ 
posable models may be ap- 
p e a l i n g , especially if you 
operate under the notion that 
using it and throwing it away 
always has you using a new 
tool. The results are gener­ 
ally so bad that you will re­ 
gret the choice. 


Get the kind of roller with 
an expandable sleeve or wire 
cage that the r o l l e r cover 
slips over. This p r o v i d e s 
solid backing for the cover. 
For a handle pick one that 
takes an extension. Then you 
can paint a ceiling without 
climbing a ladder. 
Outer surfaces vary widely 
with synthetics generally bet­ 
ter than mohair. Smooth sur­ 
faces take a roller cover with 
a short nap; rough surfaces 
require a l o n g e r nap. For 
most painting use the short 
or medium nap. 
A nap a quarter-inch long 
is considered short and is 
used on very smooth sur­ 
faces such as p r e v i o u s l y 
painted surfaces. A medium 
nap is %-inch and can be 
used on smooth s u r f a c e s 
plus stucco, concrete wall 
and textured walls. Use a 
long nap for cinder block 
and paint wire fencing with 
an extra long nap. 
What makes the medium 
nap the best compromise is 
not only the fact that it can 
be used on many surfaces 
but also its ability to hold 
more paint than a short-nap 
roller, hence less dipping. 
The nap is glued to a card­ 
board surface on the cheap­ 
est models, to a core impreg­ 
nated with m a t e r i a l s to 
make them less porous on 
the better models. 
Since a new r o l l e r may 
shed lint, c o n d i t i o n it by 
dipping it in the paint tray 
ana covering it completely. 
Then roll out the e x c e s s

paint in the tray and roll the 
roller on s h e e t s of paper 
until it rolls dry. 


When painting c a r r y as 
much paint as you can on 
the roller without allowing it 
to drip. Roll from a dry to 
a wet area. This avoids lap 
marks. Don’t spin a roller 
at the end of stroke since 
this causes spattering.
